Rivera, who claimed to be a secret contact of the holder of the funds, said 
that they were to be used to bribe officials and arny garrison commenders.« 
Rivera added that all regiments will be approached except the Artillery, and 
that only two commanders remain to be suborneds It is believed that these 
two are the commanders of the Cavalry and the First Infantrys Aocording to 
Rivera, there is a speolal plan for the First Infentrye
